The camp is divided into boys 
and a girls sections. There was no

Iran’s willingness now to accept a 
$25,000,000 loan from the U. S. 
export-import bank poses a tick­ 
lish step for this country in its ef­ 
fort to tread only middle ground 
in the British-Iranian dispute over 
oil nationalization. 
The State Department said last 
night Iran now wants the loan to­ 
ward which it

marked coolness. 
Granting of such aid would jibe 
to a tee with the United States’ 
policy of helping free 
countries 
strengthen their economies against 
the threat of Communism. But it 
migt be viewed by Britain--a val­ 
ued 
anti-Communist 
ally--as a 
weapon against them in their fight 
to retain rich Iranian oil holdings.

Levy ort Individual Incomes 
Would Be Raised by 12J Percent 


WASHINGTON. June 23—(ZP)—Senate leaders said today they 
hope to soften the impact of a whopping $7,200,000,000 tax boost ap­ 
proved yesterday by the House. But they were cautious about pre­ 
dicting any sizeable cuts. 
The tax bill, largest single revenue measure ever laid before Con­ 
gress, would: 
I. Add 12Vfc prcent to the income taxes of individuals, to raise an 
— ^additional $2,847,000,000 a year. 
2. Place an additional $1,252,- 
000,OOO in excise taxes on gasoline, 
automobiles, cigarettes, liq u o r, 
beer and other items. 
3. Add $2,855,000,000 a year to 
corporation income and 
excess 
profits taxes. 
4 
Raise 
$245,000,000 a 
year 
through a variety of changes in 
the tax law structure. 


Senator George (D-Ga), chair­ 
man of the Senate finance commit­ 
tee, said he thought the bill may 
be unduly harsh in its present 
form especially to unmarried in­ 
come tax payers who contribute 
to the support of relatives but are 
not permitted to claim dependency 
deductions in figuring their taxes.

Cigarette Tax Boosted 
The cigarette tax would rise 
from seven cents a package to 
eight cents; the tax on automobiles 
from seven percent of the manu­ 
facturer's price to IO percent; on 
whiskey and other hard liquor 
from $9 a 
100-proof gallon to 
$10.50; beer from $8 to $9 a barrel; 
gasoline from I Mi cents a gallon 
to 2 cents. 


Corporation tax boosts

wmrk this way: 


On the first $25,000 of income, 
the levy would rise from 25 per­ 
cent to 30 percent. On income ex­ 
ceeding $25,000, the combined nor­ 
mal and surtax rate would go up 
from 47 percent to 52 percent. The 
effective maximum rate of the ex­ 
cess profits tax would be lifted 
from 77 percent to 82 percent. 
The bill also would subject a 
bigger percentage of some firms' 
earnings to the excess profits tax, 
by 
lowering 
their 
exemption 
credits from the existing 85 per­ 
cent level to 75 percent of average 
1946-49 earnings. 


The measure calls for a IO per­ 
cent tax on the “ take” of book­ 
makers, numbers and lottery op­ 
erators, and a $50 a year occupa­ 
tional tax from professional gam­ 
blers and their agents or runners.

New Hog Disease 


Not Noted Here 


Strange M alady 


Hits Heads First 


So far Fayette County swine has 
Virtually escaped a strange new 
disease for which no cure has been 
found, and which has spread rap­ 
idly through the nation's best hog 
raising states. 
Th# A m erican V eterinary M edi­ 
cal Association has issued a state­ 
m ent regarding the disease. 
The disease makes pigs sneeze 
and gives their faces a “dished 
in” look by causing certain facial 
bones to disintegrate. 
The disease, infectious atropic 
rhinitis, was almost unheard of 
several years ago. The AVMA said 
it now is becoming a serious m en­ 
ace to the nation’s swine industry 
It added a statem ent: 
“Young animals are its prin­ 
cipal victims, though it may strike 
swine of any age. It eats away 
profits by stopping growth and 
generally making a herd unthrifty, 
with pneumonia sometimes occur- 
ing as a complication. 
"Control measures 
include the 
careful purchase of breeding stock 
so as to avoid bringing carriers 
into the herd 
As an additional 
precaution, 
the 
new 
purcases 
could be kept in quarantine for a 
few weeks. Sows and their pigs 
should be earmarked identically 
so the trouble can be traced back 
if it shows up.” 
The AVMA said veterinarians in 
the U. S. and Canada are seeking 
better methods of controlling and 
treating outbreaks 
The local veterinarian, said one 
or two cases of the disease had 
been reported in Fayette County, 
but so far as he knew now there 
was none of the disease here. 
He said “bull nose" among pigs 
is one form of the atropic rhini­ 
tis, but not infectious as the type 
mentioned in the foregoing article. 
He said it would be 
wise for 
farmers generally to keep an eye 
on their swine and if they have 
reason to suspect the disease in 
their herd, to take action to isolate 
the cases and prevent their spread.

was on the farm of Don Scholl in 
Union Township, where IO acres 
of pure Ladino clover pasture was 
I supporting 150 or more head of 
hogs. This Ladino pasture, among 
I other things, was 
supplying 
a 
I cheap source of protein for sum- 
| mer feeding of his hogs. 
Ladino clover is becoming more 
I and more popular throughout the 
county either in a straight seeding 
for hog pastures or as an addition 
i to any meadow m ixture that is 
I to be used for pasture. It is highly 
| palatable to all classes of 
live • 
j stock, recovers quickly after graz- 
j ed, starts growth fairly early in 
I the spring, makes a good mid­ 
summer growth unless the weath- 
| er is too dry, and grows late in 
I the season. In addition, it is high 
or rich in protein, minerals, and 
vitamins. That Is important, from 
tile standpoint of decreased con- 
' sumption of free choice 
supple- 
| ment. 


G r o w s f r om Run n er s 
The Ladino clover is similar to 
: a strawberry plant in its growth. 
I The creeping habit of its runners 
i produces a dense coverage over 
; the ground and protects the plant 
from being destroyed by 
close 
grazing since only the leaves and 
talks are grazed off. 
Unlike many 
of the 
forage 
: plants, Ladino can accumulate top 
growth without m aterially losing 
its palatability or succulence. 
As a hay crop, because of its 
high moisture content (85 percent 
90 percent), Ladino is difficult to 
cure, especially if it is a pure stand 
or constitutes the greater part of 


the famous horse 
breeding farms 
in the Lexington area. 
For the last two or three years 
the Kentucky group has harvest­ 
ed Fayette County hay and hauled 
it back to Kentucky. 
For 
many years 
Kentuckians 
from Paris harvested 
blue grass 
seed from many farms in Fayette 
County, and this was sent to Pans 
and marketed there. 


I a mixture 
If the 
Lariind-grass 
meadow mixture contains suffi- 
I cient grass, the curing is no more 
I difficult than normal. The high 
I protein content of the Ladino adds 
j to the feeeding value of the hay. 
The rate of seeding Ladino is 
usually about *2 to I pound per 
acre for best results. There are 
approximately 700,000 seeds per 
j pound and if sown at, 
say, xi 
I pound per acre would result in 
j about 6-7 seeds per square foot, if 
1 evenly distributed. 
Like all legumes, Ladino also 
requires large quantities of pot­ 
ash. This elem ent must be sup- 
| plied either by manure or ferti- 
| llzer. 
Ladino clover is also important 
because it is capable of building 
I up the nitrogen and organic m at­ 
ter content of the soil, when pro­ 
perly innoculated. 
Perhaps 
the 
introduction 
of 
Ladino clover into your meadow 
seeding mixture is the answer to 
improving the quality of your hay 
I and pasture crops.

American Farm Ideas 
Go to Backward Areas

American farm experts being sent 
abroad 
to help 
backward areas 
produce more food are running in­ 
to a lot of resistance. 


Rural peoples in some of those 
areas - - particularly the near east 
and southeast Asia — look upon 
change with misgivings. They fear 
change w ill make things worse 
rather than better. 
Experiences of U. S. workers 
under President Truman's “point 
four” program are described in a 
report by Dr. A rthur F. Raper, .so­ 
cial scientist of the department's 
bureau of agricultural economics. 
Giving help to these peoples, 
he says, is not easy. Most people 
in these 
underproductive 
areas 
still assume, he reports, that it is 
virtually impossible to 
increase ! 
food production. 
“Quite naturally, 
people who 
have for a long time been accus- 
tomed to crowded living conditions 
low yields and religious and phi­ 
losophic systems which serve 
to 
make life bearable under these 
conditions, often look upon change 
with misgivings." 
One thing the American expert 
must learn, Dr. Raper says, is that i 
the people he is trying to teach j 
m ay have good reasons for doing 
things the way they do them. 
Another thing, he says, is that ;

want for themselves and less time !

Warning Sounded 


Against Disease 


Affecting Cattle 


Cattle owners should be on the 
alert for a dangerous new cattle 
disease which first 
appeared 
in 
this country seven years ago and 
appears to be spreading, veterin­ 
ary authorities said today. 
“T h * disease, leptospirosis, was 
first diagnosed in Connecticut in 
1944, and has 
now invaded 
the 
m ajority of the best cattle pro­ 
ducing states." 
reports the 
A- 
merican Foundation for 
Animal 
Health. 
“Control efforts have been han­ 
dicapped because symptoms of the 
disease vary so 
widely. 
Some­ 
times cows may be stricken w ith­ 
out the owner 
knowing it. Sud­ 
den illness, Joss of appetite, fever, 
depression and thick m ilk are ail 
suspicious signs. 
“Owners may think that some 
light cases are only 
indigestion, 
since the cow may recover without 
serious illness. In 
other 
cases, 
however, the disease strikes hard, 
killing many animals ” 
Recovered animals may act as 
disease carriers for a consider­ 
able length of time, the 
report 
says. Also, owners may confuse 
the disease with 
mastitis or ana­ 
plasmosis. The only sure way of 
determining if 
leptospirosis 
is 
present in a herd is through blood 
tests and isolation of the disease- 
causing organism. 
“If cattle owners 
suspect 
an 
outbreak of 
the 
disease, 
they 
should obtain a diagnosis immed­ 
iately. The sooner medical treat­ 
ment is started, the 
better 
the 
chance of saving the affected ani­ 
mals and preventing the 
disease 
from spreading," the Foundation 
advised.

"When your corn has plenty of

M axim um efficiency in fertilizer 
use depends upon having the prop­ 
er nutrient balance in the soil. For 
each crop, there is a definite pro­ 
portion in which each of these nec­ 
essary elements must be supplied 
to maintain optimum growing con­ 
ditions.

spoken pleas for increased emphasis on air 


power in warfare led to his court martial 


and suspension from the army. 


We wonder if the case of Gen. MacArthur 


is not somewhat similar.

Mitchell commanded 
the 


American 
Air 
Force in 
Europe 
during 


World War I. After the war Mitchell spoke 


out strongly for increased air power. 


He told a congressional committee that 
“we can destroy, put out of commission, or 
sink any battleship that can be built,” with 
proper air power. He proved his claim by 
sinking several captured German ships. He 
also charged incompetency and negligence 
in high military circles, as a result of which 
charges were brought against him. 


Mitchell’s theories gained wide acceptance 
as Wrorld War II approached, the court mar­ 
tial was revoked by act of Congress and his 
rank restored 
posthumously. 
He died in 


1936. 


The navy today is in fine shape and ready 
for service. The army is growing, but will 
never equal 
in manpower that of Russia.

General Mitchell long ago was vindicated. 
His memory is held in high regard for hav­ 
ing seen more than a quarter of a century 
ago the role of air power in national secur­ 
ity.
